under the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Order should be con- 
5 firmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. The Order set out in the schedule hereto shall be and the 

same is hereby confirmed, and all the provisions thereof shall 
have full validity and force. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (Newbridge) Act, 1891.

NEWBRIDGE BURIAL GROUND. 

NAAS UNION. 

Provisional Order. 5 

WHEREAS the Guardians of the Poor of the Naas Union, being the 
Rural Sanitary Authority and Burial Board for the District of Newbridge, 
at a special meeting duly convened in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act, 1878, Section 172, determined that a new Burial Ground should be 
provided for the said district and neighbourhood, and having found it im- 10 
practicable to obtain a suitable site without putting in force the powers of 
the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of land 
otherwise than by agreement, propose to take the lands and premises herein- 
after mentioned and described for the purpose of forming such new Burial 
Ground — the said lands and premises not being within one hundred yards of 15 
any dwelling-house and otherwise fulfilling all conditions required by the 
Statute in that behalf : 

And whereas all conditions precedent having been duly complied with, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be held 
as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said Petition, and it 20 
appears to the said Board to be proper to assent thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : — 

1. From and after the confirmation of this Order by Parliament the 
Guardians of the Naas Union, being such Burial Board as aforesaid, 
shall be empowered to put in force the powers of the Land Clauses 25 
Acts -with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than 
by agreement with reference to the following lands and premises, and 
either absolutely or with such modifications and conditions as the 
Local Government Board may think fit, that is to say : — All that part 
of the lands of Kilbelin, containing two acres and two roods, or there- 30 
alxmts, statute measure, which said lands and premises are situated in 
the Parish of Greatconnell, Barony of Connell, and County of Kildare, 
and are more particularly describedland delineated in the Map or Plan 
thereof deposited in the Office of the Solicitor to said Burial Board at 
Naas. 35 
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2. The costs and expenses of and incident to the application for as well as 

the making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the said 
Burial Board, the Guardians of the Naas Union, out of the Poor 
Rates of the MorristownbiUer, Newbridge, and Oldconnell Electoral 
5 Divisions of the said Union. 

3. This Order may be cited and referred to as the Newbridge Burial 

Ground Provisional Order, 1S91.
